Hie urges all mailers to 
start planning for their hole 
iday mailings now and to 
be an “‘Early Bird’’ mail- 
er, 

Christmas mail for ser- 
vicemen in foreign count 
ries should have been mail- 


éd hy November 9th, If it 
was to he surface mail, 
Fackasres may he mailed 
to arrive hy Christman by 
SAM until November 23 and 
by PAL until November | 
30, Airmail shouldhe mail- 
ed hefore December llth, 
Cooper said that the § 
postal service can handle Fy 
the unusally heavy load of & 


mail expected this year if 
the public will sive a hand 
by depositing their cards 
and packayes into the mail 
4 bit earlier than usual 
and by using zip codes, 
Packayes should be wrap- 
ped well, without rattles, 
Addresses should’ he legi- 
ble.

Fertilizer For 


Spring Crops 


The old belief that farm- 
ers had to apply all their 
fertilizer for spring - 
planted crops just before 
planting may be as outdated 
as the Model-T Ford, 

“A soil testing high in 
phosphorus and potassium 
might not need an applica- 
tion of these plant nutrients 
any one year,’ says Dr, 
Walter Sowell, soil spe- 
cialist for the Auburn Un- 
iversity Extension Service, 
“There is enough of these 
two nutrients in a soiltest- 
ing high to produce top 
yields for one year with 
only an application of ni- 
trogen,” 

Another approach to 
soils testing high in phos- 
phorus and potassium is to 
make a maintenance appli- 
cation in the fall before 
breaking the land. “‘How- 
ever,’ says Sowell, “‘if 
phosphorus and potassium 
are low, wait until spring 
to apply for row crops, 
Also if soil is sandy, wait 
until spring to make an 
application. 

It’s always best, adds 
the soil specialist, toapply 
enough fertilizer to get the 
phosphorus and potassium 
level high. Best yields are 


made when levels are kept

The 1969 Agricultural 
Conservation Program has 
been opened by the Coffee 
County ASC Committee, ef- 
fective November 12, 1968 
and applications will be 
accepted, for cost shares, 
through November 29, 1968, 
The ASCS Office, in re- 
leasing this statement, ure 
ged all farmers to file ap- 
plication for cost shares 
before the closing date, 

There are some changes 
in the program for 1969 
however, the principal 
change is that home gar- 
dens are provided for low 
income families. A low in- 
come family is a family 
with a total gross income 
of $3000 or less from all 
sources, This is based on 
the gross income and not 
the clear net income of 
the family, Other changes 
are: The lifespan for lime 
has been reduced to 3 
years; Planting dates must 
be adhered to; coastal ber- 
muda cost share isonaper 
acre rate conditioned upon 
the use of 15 to 30 bushels 
of sprigs or clippings; 
some practices such as 
wells, ponds, etc, are now 
package payment pract- 
ices. In this instance the 
County Committee is re- 
quired to establish the 
maximum cost share per 
practice; The lifespan for 
the improvement of per- 
manent vegative cover 
has been reduced to three 
years; On fertilizer the

from On Mailing 


“The Post Office De- § 
partment today advised 
persons sending Christe 


mas cards that all cards 
weighing one ounce or less 
must carry six cents post- 
age, 

In previous years, un- 
sealed cards without a 
written message (only the 
signature of the sender) 
could be sent one cent less 
than the first class rate of 
postage, These would be 
delivered as third-class 
mail, without the provision 
for forwarding or return 
if undeliverable. 


The postage rate leg- 
islation which went into 
effect last January raised 


the single rate -thirdclass 
postage to six cents for the 
first two ounces, 


Since virtually all 
greeting cards weigh less 
than an ounce, the first 
class and third-class rates 
are, in effect, the same, 

Thus, the post office 
notes, all greeting cards 
bearing six cents postage 


which are undeliverable as 
addressed shall be for- 
warded if a new address is 
available, 

The Department stress- 
ed the importance of a re- 
turn address to assure that 
undeliverable cards willbe 
returned, This allows 
mailers to keep their ad- 
dress lists up to date.
